The firſt viſion of this holy Prophet, was 

in theI, yeare of the raigne of BxLsuaz-| 
ZE R, King of Babilon ;-from which ſpiri-

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|came vp from the Seca diuers one from ano- 
| ther. Theſe blowing Windes had no power 


| co hurt, till the ſeryaats of God were Scaled 


| wealrh became a Monarchy,perſecuting the 
| Church of God being then with Child, Tra- 
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Whercin he ſaw the foure Windes of Hea-| 
| ycn, or the loſed Angels bound'in the great 
River Eupbrates the auntient bounds of the 
great Roman Empire, that ſtrouc ypon the 
great Sca, and: the foure-grear Bealts, that 


in the forcheads, arwhar'time that Comon- 


uailing in birch, crying and pained'to be de 
liucred of the man Childe, roaring like a Ly- | 
on, the whole Forreſt ringing, ruling all Na- 
tions with a Rod of Iron ; that breaketh in 
picccs and ſubducth all things : He is Alpha 
and Omega, ſo hauc the ſervants of God a 
Two-fold ſcace. Beiides man including 


ſome other of his Creatures, bearing the 
names of men, yer being neither Man nor 
Bcaſt, Praiſc ycc him Sun and Moone, &c.

The beginning and the ending, thus faich 
hee to the Sca : Waucs drowning one ano- 
ther, ſwelling into Mountaines, for glory 
foaming out your owne ſhame. Saying, 
haile to the Wood awake, according to your 
owne vnderſtanding, you hauc made Idols 
and Images , not by my dire&ion, bur after 
the invention of the Crafcſman , and hauc 
cxalced your hearts.and forgotten mee, gi- 
ving my Praiſe ro graven Images, and my 
olory to another for your God, (not ſetting 
me before your eyes) you haue gotten a Di- 
vell, a falſe Prophet, whom I ſent to prouec 


you ; that takes my lawcs in his mouth , nor 


of loue, but for ſtrife and envie : Thinkes he 


[ro ſay ; Lord, Lord, in thy Name wee haue

' I will bee a King, a Saviour ; as an Eagle 
flircing vp her Neſt, fluttering over her 
young, bearing them vpon the wing ; So

| OR as the Apple of mine cy, 
|  Theſearethe words of the Firſt, that was 
| like a Lyon, his ſtrength ſhall overcome the 
reſt, and take their Dominion away, having 
no number or finite parts expreſſed ; the 
time of whoſe vndeuided Kingdome is infi- 
nite andalwaies ; As his yeares hauc no end, | 
his Crownes are many ; This is the Lyon of

The ſecond Beaſt like a Beare, the Sca- 
ucenth head, that had Three ribbes in the 
Mouth betweene the Tecth of it, ſignifying, 


Threc hundred yearcs;, this is the deuouring 


 Raigne of the Heathen Romaine Empe- 


 rours, which laſted ſo long, licked by the 


| Diuell ; In the Infancie of which Empire, | 


the Sonne of God was Crucified, and the. 
Citic of Icruſalem deſtroyed, wherein the | 
yearely Sacrifice or feaſt of the Paſſouer was 
ſolemnized, that in her might be found the 
Blood of Prophets and Saints, and of all 
that were ſlaine vpon the Earth, in which 
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— Grſt ſenentie yeares, the Apoltles and ſcucn- 


tic finiſhed their teſtimony what they had 
' ſcene and heard, after which followed the 


| ouer-ſpreading of abomination ſpoken of 


| by oar Sauiour, making the Sanctuary de- 
ſolate, defiled with Carkaſſes which can 
ncither ſee, heare, nor walke, abominable 
 carrion, the houſe of Prayer, made the Gal- 
| lery of the Diucll, for his deuices to ſtand in. 

And this is hee that fate vpon the Red 
Horſe, Hauing a great Sword giuen vnto 


God, deuouring much Fleth, Burning, Scor- 
| ching it with fire, Haile mingled with Blood, 
deſtroying Trees, and all greene graſlc, 
{mote cucry Herbe, and brake cuery Tree ; 
and here ended the firſt Woe with this ſc- 
cond Beaſt, all fire and horrible Cruelty, 
ſuch as there was nonelike itinall the Land 
of ſpirituall Egypt fiance it became a Nation, 
; and ſhortly after began the next Woe, where 
the fire is not mentioned, becauſe the 
{moake is ſo great, thicke darkeneſſe or he- 
reſie, falſe doctrine extinguiſhing the Light 
of crutch, which ſhall continue vnrill the 


s : 
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him, to make Warre with the Church of 
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third Woe, Hell fire, and Brimſtone or Blaſ- 
' phemy,iſſuing our of their Mouthes, a great 
cryc from him that firs ypon the Throne, 
when Redneſſe ſhail beturn'd-into Palcneſſe 
rothe Maide behinde the Mill,the Captaine 
in the Dongeon, free and bond, becauſe of 
the laſt Plaguethe ſecond Death.” 

| Thethird Beaſt chat was like a Leopard, 


' or halfea Lyon, an Ape betweene Man and | 


 bealt, whole feete or firlt footing, were. as 
the feete of a Beare, that had ypon the back 
of it fourc Wings, like a Fowle or painted 
Bird: Two of the Eagle, and two of the 
Dragon; lignifying his time , Foure hun- 
dred ycarcs before the comming in of An- 
tichriſt, then'came the King of Babylon to 
Icruſalem, and beſicged ir,raking the advan- 
tage of the Night , what Linkes or Torches 
brought him thither I reade not, bur Moon- 
light there was lictle, though hee were on 
his way or Wing, but Jctred Two hundred 

 yeares before. | 
| Bearingalſo fourc heads, foure ſtanding 


vp for it, ſhewing the deuiſton of the Em-

pirc into ſo many parts, being then roo. 
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| large and great forrhe goucrnment of one 
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| man. This is the Dragon of Egipr ; that 
| Monarchy that began with the Chriſtian 
Empcrours, whoſe deadly wound (Death 
to the Soule ) was waſhed in the Blood, and 
healed by the Stripes of the heauenly Sa- 
 maritan; There is now no healing of the 
' Bruiſc,it is putrificd, the Wound is gricuous; 
the Leopard cannor change his ſpots; binde 
thy Tyre vpon thy head, forbrare to cry : 
O Virgin daughter of Egipt, in vaine ſhalt 
' thou goc vp into Gillead and rake Balme, 
or vic Medicines, thou doſt runne in vaine. 
And this is hee that fate vpon the blacke 
Horſe ; the Ethiopian cannot change his 
skinne, leſſe man 58 the Minataure; more 
Monſter then a Centaure, ingendred of black 
Cloudes , carried about of cyery Winde, 
to whom is reſcrued the Blackneſſe of 
| Darkneſſe for cyer : Blacke will take no 
| other hew ; hauing a payre of Ballances gi- 
| ven into his hand, without reſpect of per- 
| ſons, to meaſure to all PERs and poorc, 
| free and bond, a meaſure of Wheate for a 
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| penny, and three meaſures of Barley for a 
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part of thelaſt hundred, but how many arc

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penny ; Hoe ! every one that thirſteth , and 
| hee that hath no money, Come buy and 
cate, giue not your money for ſtones in| 
ſtcad of Bread, ſay nor Ignorance is better 
then Knowledge, Neither hurtthe Oyle and 


the Wine ; Touch nor the Lords annointed, 
and doe his Prophets no harme, that Nou- 
riſh you with cruth and vnderſtanding. 
The laſt Beaſt the fourth, that is the 
Eight, and was Seven heads and is not, and 
is of the Seven, and gocth into perdition, 
that had great Iron Teeth, that deyoured 
and brake in peeces, and ſtamped the refi- 
due with the feete thereof, and was divers 
from all the Beaſts that were before ir ; ha- 
o a Miter of Tenne hornes, ſignifying 
alſo, though the Crownes be not here cx- 
preſſed, ſo many hundred yeares bis Limit- 
ted time, the Tenne dayes of tribulation in 
the Apocalips,whercin the Divell ſhall haue | 
power to caſt the fairhfull into Priſon; (Af- | 
ter the Tribulation imediately of thoſe 
dayes ; Two ſhall bein rhe field, 20.) Nine 
of which number arc cxpired, and ſome 
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ro come; by theſe horves preciſely cannot 
be aymed at without the Art or Science of 
Chronologic ; T his is Judas the Divell, the 
King of Babilon and Egypt, the raigne of 
Antichriſt Pope of Rome, count the Letters ! 
of his name for it is the nomber of his time, 
whole name is Dcath ; bated mortally the 
King of Rome and lralie : This is hee that 
| fate vpon the Palc Horſe, the ſonne of Per- 
| dition, of all Complexions the darkeſt, nec- 
 relt ro corruption, threatning alone, a hart 
| charged with ſo much wickednefſe and ma- 
| lice as the Red Horle, all the ſanguines in 
| the Rayne-bow, and the Sword cannot ſet 
| out more of Bruitiſh crucltic, had he winges 
| co his will,and of time length ro the height 
| and bigneſle of his inſatiable minde; Nzro, 
| Tirvs, DOMITIANvs, thelebeaſts of the 
Earth, their hearts and policics parraleld
